Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my 'Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough,  during  the  year  1957.  This 
report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  vital  statistics,  the  health  of  the  community 
has  continued  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  were  468  births  registered,  a decrease  of  14  on  the  total 
for  1 956.  The  Birth  Rate  was  1 5.52  per  1 ,000  of  the  resident  population 
compared  with  16.1  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  353,  a crude  death  rate  of  11.7  per 
1000  of  the  population,  which  is  the  same  as  the  rate  for  1956.  The  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  1 1.5. 

Infant  deaths  totalled  1 5,  five  more  than  In  the  previous  year.  Ten 
of  the  deaths  occurred  in  infants  under  4 weeks  of  age.  The  Infant  Mortality 
rate  of  32.05  is  higher  than  the  1956  rate  of  20.74  and  higher  than  that 
for  England  and  Wales  (23.0). 

Of  the  907  notified  cases  of  infectious  disease,  there  were  785  cases 
of  measles.  There  were  no  deaths  from  infectious  disease. 

Only  I 7 people  were  notified  during  the  year  as  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  and  deaths  from  this  disease  totalled  two.  In  1956  the  figures 
were  42  and  4 respectively.  This  is  a tribute  not  only  to  the  modern 
methods  of  treatment  of  tuberculosis  but  also  to  the  improved  housing 
conditions  provided  by  the  Local  Authority. 
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68  deaths  resulted  from  cancer  compared  with  52  deaths  from  the 
disease  in  the  previous  year.  The  lun;^8  were  the  site  of  the  disease  in  9 
of  the  deceased. 

Much  of  the  iuformation  contained  in  this,  my  last  Annual  Report 
has  been  obtained  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Lindsey  County 
Council,  the  Borough  Surveyor  and  the  Chief  Public  Heath  Inspector  of 
Cleethorpes,  to  all  of  whom  1 am  very  grateful  for  their  help  and 
co-operation. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  1 am 
indebted  for  the  support  and  kindness  afforded  me  at  all  times.

Patients  attend  by  appointment  at  the  Clinic.  During  the  year 
17  new  cases  were  added  to  the  Tuberculosis  Register.  22  cases  were 
added  to  the  Register  as  Inward  Transfers  to  the  town  and  18  cases  were 
written  off  the  Register  as  having  removed  to  other  areas  or  having  been 
lost  sight  of,  or  died.

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Tuberculosis  After  Care  Committee. 

This  Committee  renders  valuable  service  in  the  after-care  of  cases 
of  Tuberculosis.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  necessitous  cases  and  their 
families,  assistance  being  given  in  obtaining  extra  nourishment,  clothing, 
etc.,  and  in  the  form  of  holiday  grants. 

An  Occupational  Centre  with  a Workshop  in  St.  Hugh’s  Avenue, 
is  maintained  by  the  Committee  and  provides  a means  to  utilise  the  lessened 
working  capabilities  of  selected  cases. 

Domestic  Help  Service. 

The  County  Council,  under  Section  29  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  operate  a Domestic  Help  Service  within  the  County  and, 
as  far  as  possible,  having  regard  to  the  availability  of  domestic  helpers, 
make  domestic  help  available  where  they  consider  such  help  is  required, 
in  the  following  types  of  cases  :

The  weather  conditions  prevailing  at  Gleethorpes  during  1957,  were 
normal  with  the  exception  of  the  rainfall  which  was  below  average. 

A total  of  1,313.5  hours  of  bright  sunshine  were  recorded,  being 
below  the  average  yearly  total  of  1,515  hours 

The  amount  of  rain  for  the  year  was  21 .67  inches,  and  is  1 .97  inches 
below  the  average  yearly  fall. 

SUNSHINE. 

From  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1957,  1,313.5  hours  of  bright 
sunshine  were  recorded. 

The  daily  average  for  May  (6.2  hours)  was  the  highest  for  the  year^
